with the Board of Education, or if 
tha t is not done, then the rem ainder 
is to b e used to further higher edu­ 
cation for young men and women 
of the city. This fund is to b e in 
the hands of four trustees. Col W. 
H. Powell, G rant Crawford, George 
F. Longan and the Citizens’ National 
Bank. 
T he Cotton home, according to 
Judge 
Longan, 
cannot 
b e 
moved, 
nor will it b e practical to use the 
old m aterial to erect another b uild­ 
ing. 
A fter all b equests are paid, 
then it is the intention of the ex­ 
ecutors to erect a b uilding on Sev­ 
enth street and M assachusetts ave­ 
nue, and in it will b e placed all 
the furnishings, including pictures, 
silver, linen, m antels and furnish­ 
ings now' in the Cotton home.

Miss Rice in her statem ent said 
she and Thom pson returned from a 
drinking party late Saturday night.

The liberal chief, David Lloyd George, de­ 
clined to enter into a practical coalition 
whereby Mr. MacDonald would be assur­ 
ed of a scant majority in the commons, 
Lloyd George, notwithstanding the slen­ 
derness of his party’s representation in 
parliament, was intent on following the 
main chance. 
The court has received many American

M EASURES 
RECOM M ENDED 
“ What can we do to reduce the fire 
losses? ” 
The cry comes from communi­ 
ties of 
home 
owners, 
merchants 
and 
manufacturers located in all sections of 
the United States and each time the reply 
goes back from one of the country’s best- 
qualified institutions on the subject of fire 
prevention. 
The National Board of Fire 
Underwriters, “ build soundly to resist fire 
by employing standard tested and approv­ 
ed building materials and equipment.” 
The public has not yet recognized the 
truth of this statement, 
and 
fire 
costs 
more than 10,000 lives annually, almost 
$500,000,000 in property damage and mil­ 
lions of dollars more as the result of sus­ 
pended business operations, delayed re­ 
construction problems, lost business op­ 
portunities and re-establishment of credit, 
confidence and patronage. 
Fire-safe building construction means a 
great deal more than an inadequately thin 
coating of stucco 
on 
the 
outside of a 
building. 
It means more than plaster 
walls supported by thin strips of wooden 
lath that conceal wide openings, through 
which drafts can draw flames to envelop 
the building in fire, making escape almost 
impossible. 
The fire hazard 
is 
increased 
where 
electric wiring has been poorly installed 
or where oil stoves and lamps are used. 
Fire-safe building construction for both 
the home and business place requires ex ­ 
perienced engineering knowledge, as well 
as careful planning beforehand, otherwise 
buildings will require repair work with 
fire-resistive materials if lives and valu­ 
able property are to be safeguarded. 
Agents of stock fire insurance com­ 
panies furnish the public with timely ad­ 
vice on fire prevention matters, arrange 
for the inspection of special hazards and 
offer recommendations for improvement. 
This service is without charge.

T A K E IT SYSTEM ATICALLY 
“ One of the practical lessons which S. 
W. Straus sought for year in and year out 
to impress upon the people of this country 
was the value of what he termed ‘patient 
thrift.’ ” 
This is the statement of H. R. 
Daniel, who succeeds Mr. Straus as sec­ 
retary of the American Society for Thrift. 
He further says: 
It was his doctrine that eagerness to get 
ahead too rapidly was responsible for the 
financial hardships of many persons. “ To 
many,,” he once wrote, “ the processes of 
systematic saving and prudent investing 
seem a little slow. 
Ex perience, neverthe­ 
less, has shown that advancement through 
thrift is in many cases rapid because of 
the opportunities that are unfolded for 
those who prepared themselves in every 
way for these circumstances. 
Thrift is 
the happy forerunner of improved oppor­ 
tunity.” 
With most persons the chief objective 
of their thrift habits is to have enough 
to live on when they shall have reached 
the age of retirement or the period of life 
when they will be able no longer to earn 
a livelihood. 
It w'as always the doctrine 
of S. W. Straus that, with this objective 
in view, no one could afford to take a 
chance with his savings in an effort to ob­ 
tain abnormal returns such as might be 
derived from speculation or from invest­ 
ment of funds where promises of unusual­ 
ly large and alluring returns were held 
out. It w’as better, he alw’ays pointed out, 
to be satisfied with what might be called 
a fair return on one’s savings and invest­ 
ments. 
While this might seem a slow process 
the result of “ patient thrift” along these 
lines is in reality somewiiat surprising un­ 
less one has made a close study of possi­ 
ble reults. 
For ex ample, a young man 
starting at 25 and saving $50 a month 
until he is 40 w'ould have approx imately 
$15,000, provided his savings drew inter­ 
est at 6 per cent. 
What this really means is that while 
he is saving only $600 a year he is adding 
$1,000 a year to his capital, and, if he 
should keep this up until he reaches the 
age of retirement at say 60, he w'ould 
have a sum from which he could derive 
a very livable annuity for the rest of his 
years.

FLOWER TALK No. 292 


A lady has 
a large Geranium 
which she prefers to hold over and 
not take cuttings. 
It would be bet­ 
ter to cut this Geranium back quite 
severely and that means, leave it 
in the same pot and then cut all 
of the branches back to about four 
or five inches from the top of the 
pot, when you do this, you must 
water very carefully. 
You have re­ 
duced the amount of leaf area and 
the plant cannot transpire as much 
water as before. 
The plant should 
be run wdth much less water. This 
cutting back can be done very nice­ 
ly about this time. 
It will not need 
shifting to a larger pot until spring. 
It would be a good plan to com­ 
mence considering the bulbs, par­ 
ticularly the Tulips and Hyacinths. 
Nex t spring, when you see others 
with these beautiful flowers, you 
will wish that you had some.

At one time it seemed that the 
melee in Park Square might gain 
the proportions of a vicious riot 
Dennis J. Lorden, heading a detail 
of federal agents, had arrested four 
local men for peddling liquor in the 
square.

age from 14 to 20, moved on him. 
Fists began to fly and the agents 
had their back s to the wall when a 
squad of police forced their way 
through the crowd to rescue them. 
Legion police, or “co-op” held a 
lane open while 
the 
agents and 
their prisoners 'were brought to the 
comparative 
safety 
of a 
nearby 
street. 
Those four were the only arrests 
during the sporadic outbreak s that 
mark ed the post-parade celebration. 
Police who attempted to round up 
the detached 
mobs 
of hoodlums 
were hindered in mak ing arrests by 
the crowds that milled through the 
streets all night and during the 
early morning. 
The best 
that 
the 
authorities 
could do was guard 
the 
pack ed 
wooden grand stands along the pa­ 
rade route from flames that spread 
from bonfires on the street and the 
common. 
Hotel 
entrances 
were 
guarded by officers, who ref usee 
admittance to any but the Legion 
naires and guests. 
Confetti, tick er tape, crates and 
box es that had been used as seats 
by parade spectators made ex cellent 
fuel. Fires burned every where there 
was a few feet of vacant space. 
At the corner of Stuart and Tre 
mont streets a descrepit automo 
bile caught fire. 
One of its ten oc 
cupants was rescued by pedestrians 
One had his trousers burned. None 
of the automobiles was a Legion 
naire. 
Those box es and crates that "were 
not burned and tin cans that could 
not burn were hurled at passing au 
tomobiles by the toughs. 
Tops o 
the machines w^ere dented and torn 
and in one or two cases crushed 
Automobiles were seized and jounc 
ed until their springs gave way 
Now and then an automobile 
overturned. 
A few missiles were 
thrown from hotel windows. 
Alway s it seemed the hoodlums 
were behind the boisterousness. 
The Legiannaire was having his 
good time but confined his celebra­ 
tion to a parade, a quartet or an 
impromptu song and dance. 
Incensed veterans 
took 
matters 
into their own hands several times 
when ruffians were found sporting 
Legion u'iTorms they had no right 
to 
wear.

Morse p romoted and was p resi­ 
dent of the comp any that built the 
Elms hotel and later became asso­ 
ciated wTth the Excelsior Sp rings 
I.,and and Investment Co., owner of 
the townsite, organized the Excel­ 
sior Sp rings Trust Comp any and 
continued to hold large interests in 
the business section of the city. 
In 1883, a young man, he seized 
p olitical control of the then demo­ 
cratic dLstrict and retained 
con­ 
trol of Clay county rep ublican p oli­ 
tics 36 years, naming the third dis­ 
trict delegates to the national con­ 
ventions. 
In 1912, as a militant backer of 
William 
Howard 
Taft for 
Presi­ 
dent, Morse created a sensation by 
declaring that Missouri judges had 
op ened jail doors through commu­ 
tation of sentences in order that 
Roosevelt votes might sit In at 
county conventions. 
After the world war, he sold his 
mansion to the federal government, 
for use as a veterans’ hosp ital, for 
$ 90,000, and he was to receive $ 26,- 
000 more for additional land he was 
to buy and sell to the government.

a reap p raisement committee rep ort­ 
ed the p rop erty was worth w’hat the 
government had p aid for it.

First Move An Advance 
Into State of Minas 
Geraes By Federá is 


By The Associated Press 
Conflicting reports 
as 
to 
the 
progress of the rev olution in Brazil 
were receiv ed today from Rio De 
Janerio and from the rebel head­ 
quarters at Porto Alegre. 
Dispatches from Rio De Janerio 
asserted that with the exception of 
the State of Rio Grande Do Sul, 
the gov ernment was expected soon 
to dominate the entire country.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Oct.

gent armies for from this capital 
and Sao Paulo, second city of the 
republic.

tellectual curiosity. 
Dr. 
W^illiams 
made an illustration from one of 
his many trav el experiences. W’hile 
in Melbourne, Australia, Dr. Willi­ 
ams was surprised to find laborers 
and men of the street utilizing their 
spare time during the noon hour by 
reading in the 
municipal library. 
There he found these people dip­ 
ping into books on philosophy and 
political economy. 
“Melbourne has been made lib­ 
rary conscious,” Dr. WTlliams said, 
“and it is not strange that out of 
the remarkable Continent of Aus­ 
tralia hav e come so many of the 
recent political and social reforms. 
“It is the task of the librarian,” 
Dr. Williams continued, “to make a 
community library conscious. 
That 
may be done in different ways you 
know better than I. One -way, which 
does not seem to me to hav e been 
utilized as much as it might be, is 
to adv ertise the library, its machin­ 
ery, its administrativ e process, but 
especially its contents. 
The 
new 
books and the old books that it con­ 
tains lend 
themselv es easily 
to 
news stories and to other and more 
direct forms of adv ertising.” 
Dr. WTlliams said 
he 
believ ed 
there was no calling more helpful 
and useful than that of being a li­ 
brarian, for it wras a serv ice of pur­ 
v eying 
entertainment, 
information 
and ideals. Dr. Williams rev ealed a 
secretly cherished ambition to be­ 
come “an old book seller,” and told 
how he w'ould conduct his “busi­ 
ness.” 
“I wouldn’t make a list of books, 
but a list of people. For my sad­ 
eyed friend of sorrowful counten­ 
ance, 
I 
w'ould 
prescribe 
a 
book 
that would cheer him up. For the 
grim, sev ere, old Scrooge, a book 
of tenderness that would melt ev en 
his iceberg soul to the human tem ­ 
perature. I wouldn’t really w'ant to 
sell books, though. I would 
giv e 
them to those w'ho needed them. I 
would 
pick 
up 
lov ingly 
and 
pat 
gently, as a good Missourian does 
the hot biscuit he has just buttered, 
the most precious of my precious 
old books before I gav e them unto 
the needs of less fortunate lov ers of 
books.” 
Dr. Williams delighted his audi­ 
ence by frequently injecting bits of 
humor into his speech and engag­ 
ing in some repartee with his old 
friend, Purd W’right, both of whom 
had serv ed together as

Address By Mrs. Moss. 
Christening the 
w'omen’s 
clubs 
“the grandmother of the libraries,” 
Mrs. Moss sketched the history of 
their activ ities back to a 
period 
three-quarters of 
a 
century 
ago 
when 
their 
first 
organizations 
sought the beauty and ideals of 
good literature. First, all the old 
m asters were read, then adv enture 
was 
wanted, 
with 
the 
result 
of 
“rocking-chair trav els.” These early 
club women perused all phases of 
the printed word and picture—trav ­ 
el, art, architecture, music—and dif­ 
fused their entertainm ent 
and 
in­ 
struction through their 
communi­ 
ties. Hundreds of libraries—“exten­ 
sion courses in culture”—w'ere es­ 
tablished throughout the 
country 
through Influence of the club wo­ 
men. In 1899, women’s clubs w'ere 
the first to conceiv e the trav eling 
library idea in Missouri, and wrhen 
the state library 
commission 
(of 
which Mr. W right was president), 
was organized, they receiv ed thir­ 
teen hundred books from the club 
w'oraen’s collection. 
Following their slogan, “Commun­ 
ity sendee must be our job,” Mrs. 
Moss said that the 
club 
women 
hav e been instrum ental in establish­
